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REMARKS 

The pteseat invention lelates to compositions for the stimulation of protection against 
infection by at least one pathogen. Invention compositions con^Mise a live oral commensal 
organism gmetically modified so as to express at least one inmiunogenic fragment of the 
pathogen. In alternative embodiments, the oral commensal organism is genetically modified to 
express a phirality of immunogenic fragments, for example a phirality of the immunogenic 
fragments associated with the surface of the organism. 

The inv^on fiirther relates to methods fbr prophylactically treating a host against 
infection by a pathogen, employing the above^cribed compositions. 

Claims 1-35 are curraifly pending. The present statos of all claims in the plication is 
provided in the listing of Claims presented herein beginning on page 2. 

The restriction of claims 1-35 under 35 U.S.C. § 121 is respectfuUy traversed. It is 
respectfully submitted tiiat Groups I and n (both classified in fte same class/subclass) and 
Groups in and IV (both classified in the same class/subclass) could readily be searched togetiier. 
Moreover, as acknowledged by the Examiner, Groups m and I, and IV and H, are related as 
product and process of use. Accordingly, a fliorough search of the process claims would, of 
necessity, include a search of (he product claims. Thus, no savmgs of PTO resources would be 
realized by mamtaiuing restriction as asserted. 

Nonetheless, in order to be fiilly responsive. Applicants hereby elect tiie Groxtp I claims 
with traverse. Non-elected claims are retained in the ^plication pending disposition of tiie 
elected claims, and subject to possible rejoinder tiiereof 

The further requlTement under 35 U.S.C. § 121 for election of a single disclosed species 
is respectfully traversed. La order to be flilly responsive. Applicants hereby elect Bordetella 
pertussis. AH claims read on this elected species. 
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In view of the above remarks, prompt and fevorable action on all claims is'respectftOly
